‘Talk with a Southerner, 


Bayard Taylor writes to the New York 


Tribune :-— 

At White River Junction, where we were 
obliged to wait two hours fer the train from 
Boston to Montreal, I fell in with an intel- 
ligent Southern gentleman, whose etate- 
ments with regard to the gradual deteriora- 
tion of the soil under slave labor (of which, 
nevertheless, he was an advocate) went

A Terrible Calamity ! 


Wreck of the Steamer Lady Elgint 
300 LIVES LOST!!! 


A WHOLE CITY WEEPING! 


On Thursday evening of Inst week, the 
Steamer Lady Elgin took on board at 
waukee, about 400 excursonists for this 
city, more than one-half of whom were 
women and children. The men comprised 
the Union Guards of Milwaukee, and depu- 
tations of other Military and Fire Compan- 
ies of our sister city. A large proportion 
of them native of Ireland, 

On Friday night, about 11 o'clock, the 
boat left this city on her return. Soon 
after leaving, the wind began to blow hard, 
‘and the sea rolled heavily, but not so hard 
as to break up the dancing for over two 
hour When nearly off Waukegan, and 
about ten miles from shore, the Elgin 
was run into by the Schooner Augusta, 
striking her on the larboard just forward 
of the wheel. In a quarter of an hour the 
boat sank, leaving the hurricane deck be- 
hind, upon which were a large number of 
passengers; not one hundred of whom got 
onshore. Among the through passengers 
for Lake Superior were « number of South- 
erners from Louisiana and Kentucky, Benj. 
F. Hall, Cashier of the Bank of Aurora, 
and Mr. Ingraham and son, Mr. Ingrabam 
was the proprietor of the London lustrated 
News, and a member of the British Parlia- 
ment. Mr. John Horner, a young man of 
very fine promise from Philadelphia; not 
one of whom were saved, and up to this 
writing the bodies of none, except that of 
Mr. Ingraham, have been found. 

OF the fearful scenes on the beach, the 
bravery of rescuers, the terrible scene in 
Milwaukee upon the reception of the news, 
incidents attending the recognition of bod- 
ies at our Court House, where most of 
them were brought, have burdened the 
columns of our daily papers ever since, and 
are heart sickening, To publish them we 
should haye to double the size of our paper. 
The accident is attributed to the reckless- 
nees of the officers of the schooner, and for 
which there appears to haye been no more 
excuse than for their keeping right on to 
Chicago, without attempting to save a life. 
The Elgin was nearly ten years old, but the 
timbers which came ashore are sound and 
strong. She was considered one of the 
best sea-boats on the Lakes, The schooner 
has been libelled and taken in charge by 
the U, S. Marshall, and the Captain is un- 
der arrest. The whole affair will be probed 
to the bottom.” It hardly ecems possible 
that under these circumstances there are 
those who eagerly watch the shore for 
trunks and bodies to come ashore that they 
pilfer: The trunk of one of the Southern 
ladics was robbed of over £1000 worth of 
jewelry, ete. A belt of gold belonging to 
the saloon keeper was robbed of its con- 
tents, the mail bag was cut open and every 
letter opened; before any measures to pro- 
tect property were taken; several of the 
thieves however are now in jail—that is 


some satisfaction. 

Of the seventy-five persons saved every 
one has a word of praise for Capt. Wilson. 
We asked one poor fellow, a German, who 
had been badly bruised in getting ashore, 
how Capt. Jack behayed—in an instant, 
tears filled his eyes and he sobbed out, ‘'so 
good, so good, no man could do better—I 
was on the raft with him, he tried to save 
everybody but himself !” 

There has never been, within our recol- 
lection, a calamity fulling with such terri- 
ble force upon one community. A large 
share of the excursionists resided in the 
third ward of the city of Milwaukee. Who 
can imagine the terrible shock to those who 
had hushands and wives, sons, daughters 
and children on board the ill-fated boat. 
Gladly would we draw the curtain upon so 
heart-rending a scene,

Elsewhere we give a brief account of the 
most appalling calamity—the wreck of the 
“Lady Elgin” steamer. But the memory 
of the man who bore the name at the head 
of this article, claims of us a more special 
notice. Where on the shores of Lakes 
Erie, Michigan or Superior, was not that 
name a “household word,” the synonym 
ofall thatis brave, honest, and jovial ; asso- 
ciated as it is in the memorics of thousands 
wita delightful ridea upon the blue bosoms 
of our inland sens, of kind words, pleasant 
smiles, good-humored jokes, and the unti- 
ringeattentions. For long years had that 
name been familiar with the writer of this, 
but not until last winter did he prove by 
personal contact how worthy was Capt. 
Wilson of the praises so lavishly poured 
upon him. ‘Then it was, while feating at 
the same tuble, and occupying adjoining 
rooms in Washington, where he was wait 
ing Congress to grant long withheld pay 
for postal service between this City and 
the Lake Superior ports, that we obtained 
an insight into the secret of his popularity. 

But it was only on board the Elgin where 
he exhibited all the best points of his 
character, Two weeks ago, last Tucsday 
night, with wife and sister, we left Chicago 
with Capt, Jack Wilson for Lake Superior. 
Ten days afterwards we were landed safely 
at Chieago—but fourteen hours before the 
fatal catastrophe. From the moment we 
left the harbor to our return, was but one 
ceries of delights. The grand scenery we 
viewed, the pleasant traveling companions 
we found, the bracing air, the good cheer, 
all combined to make the trip the most 
desirable that we ever enjoyed. But above 
all, the great feature of the trip, were the 
cheerful, happiness-imparting looks, words 
and jokes of Capt. Jack Wilson, How he 
pitied us because the fish didn’t bite our 
hooks—and showed his sympathy by send- 
ing « waiter below to give our lines a jerk; 
and then when grown weary of waiting for 
the fish and we left our lines, how con- 
siderately he took a salt-fish from a barrel 
and fixed to our hooks to greet us on our 
return! With what a charm did he pre- 
side at the dinner table! With what re- 
spect, too, washe treated by the men un- 
der his command, and how almost affec- 
tionately they all spoke of him, 

It was on the third day from Chicago, 
however, that the Captain seemed the hap- 
piest. A passenger remarked “the Cap- 
tain must have been drinking, he seems so 
very bappy!” “Nay,” was the reply, “he 
never drinks or board his boat—but he feels 
extra well because hie wife and daughter 
have come aboard.” From the Saut St. 
Marie to Bayfield and back Mrs. Wilson 
accompanied him, and there they parted 
forever. His beautiful and accomplished 
daughter, Josephine, came down to Chi- 
cago, and her father’s last care on shore 
wus to see her off on the cars for their 
home, at Coldwater, Mich and bid her 
farewell until navigation closed. 


On Friday evening we went to the boat 
to bid the Captain good-bye. There we 
found our old fellow-townsman, B. F. Hull, 
of Aurora, and bade him furewell at his 
state-room door, Having first commended 
him to the Captain, who himself showed 


him his room, instead of leaving it to the 
steward. But time and apace would fail us to 


give a tithe of the little delicate attentions 
which so unconsciously won the hearts of 
his passengers, 


And when the collision came, how calm ! 
With what self-possession he gave his or- 
ders. How he conipelled order on the part 
of the passengers. ‘ Everything that could 
have been done tras done,” says one. Had 
it not been for the Captain, not a dozen 
would have been saved,” says another. See 
him after the boat went down, spring from 
the raft to save a woman and child at the 
peril of his own—and again and again he 
did the same thing. When daylight came, 
and the different portions of the wreck, 
loaded with the perishing passengers come 
near together, hear him cry out to one and 
another my Southern friends on 
board /"—friends—because though stran- 
gers to him, they had been introduced to 
him by friend. See him go upon his 
hands and knees upon that frail support, 
cheering those who were fainting with fu- 
tigue! Hear his loud voice when within 
reach of shore almost—‘ now look out for 
breakers!” And then he is lost forever 
from our sight! for at this writing his re- 
mains have not been found. 

Sighs will break forth—and tears unbid- 
den come! Yét why should we weep 
for him ?—for Captain Jack Wilson, who 
metyhis death to save the lives of others! 
He bas won a name and fame that men 
vainly seek for in lives of toil and danger, 
and millions envy. In his death he has 
given fresh evidence of the fact that heroes 
still live, renewing our faith in mankind, 
“T WILL NoT LEAVE THE BOAT 50 LONG AS 
THERE 1S A LIFE TO DE SAVED !" will be re- 
echocd down in the future ages as the words 
of one of carth’s brightest heroes; and 
when the roll call is made above, and the 
name of Captain Jack Wilson is responded 
to, there will come the welcome plaudit,— 
“ Well done, thou good and faithful {"

The opposition to slavery extension at 
the time of the annexation of Texas forced 
‘a good many prominent politicians from the 
other parties who took an independent 
stand, and from this circumstance, a party 
began to rise, which soon, in some of the 
Free states, began to hold the balance of 
power between the other parties, called 
the Liberty party. Hence, as soon as it 
becomes apparent that there must be a rev- 
olution in parties, a movement sprung up 
among the people to go for honest and 
capable men for office, independent of form- 
er party ties. ‘This movement to be suc- 
cessful against the controlling politicians, a 
necessity arose for secret operatious. The 
movement being the election of good and 
capable men for office irrespective of form- 
er party predile@tions, it took like wild 
fire, and aoon made the Democracy of the 
country, in its abandonment of the princi- 
plea of Jefferson, tremble from one end of 
the nation to the other, a thing which had 
never happened to tho ‘“unterrified” De- 
mocracy before, it ever having been the 
party of responsibility. The movement of 
the poople in this direction, having in the 
movement sunk the slavery issue of the 
times, and the time having arrived, that 
it became neccesary for them to haven 
national understanding, so they met as 
once the “Sons of God” did on a certain 
occasion, but “satan” met with them. So 
the Slave interest of the country was on 
hande, and demanded the control. Henoe, 
this defeated a national adhesion of the 


people in this movement of becoming an 
organized national political party.  Cir- 
cumstances then arose which terminated

interest of the country had now got full 
control of the people's party, which origi- 
nated with Jefferson, against the encroach- 
ments of courts and monopolies ogainst the 
rights of the people ; and with such influ- 
ences, the Democracy hada struggle during 
the Administrations of Andrew Jackson. 
But Jackson having made issue with a de~ 
cision of the Supreme Court which he had 
considered unconstitutional, appealed to 
the people, and was triumphantly sustained. 
Hence, an appeal from a decision of the 
Court to the people become a Democratic 
doctrine, until the Slave sectional interest. 
of the country required the party to change 
its position, and haying done so, the Re- 
publican party has become the true Demo- 
cratic party in this respect. The first re- 
quirement of the Democracy by the Slave 
interest of the country, after the settlement 
of the territorial question, so far as that 
acquired from Mexico was concerned, was 
to apply the principles of the settlement of 
thas territory to other territory that bad 
been otherwise settled by a firm compact 
between the States, 

The Democratic party, under tho lead of 
Senator Douglas, took the position, that 
the territory that had been laying under & 
restriction, as to slavery entering therein 
for many years, then occupied the same 
“‘relative position to the slavery question, 
as did New Mexico and Utah, when those 
territories were organized.” The party then 
in power, took the responsibility to repeal 
the reetriction of Slavery wherever it had 
been restricted by the general Government, 
re-oponed up the Slavery question in a 
more formidable manner than it ever raged 
before, as it hns ever since been the promi- 
nent issue before the people in every clec- 
tion, State or National, And to the aston- 
ishment of an enlightened Republic, if not 
a world, the Democratic party have ever 
since the repeal of the Missouri Comprom- 
ise been contending that the fundamental 
principle of self-government was endanger- 
ed by it, and therefore a necessity for its 
repeal! So by this action and position of 
the party, the necessity arose for a party in 
the government to resist the encroachment 
of a power or interest in the nation claim- 
ing that the great principle of aelf-govern- 
ment requires the people of any territory 
or country, to be free to establish slavery I 
And that this principle underlies all con- 
stitutional government, and to deny it to 
the people of any territory or country, is 
to deny the very principle of self-govern- 
ment!
